tributor to one representative; an annual con-
tribution of two hundred dollars as aforesaid,
shall entitle the contributor to two representa-
" ives; and so, for each additionul hundred dol
lars, an additioual representative shall be al-
lowed. Provided, however,that when appli-
cation shall be mnde for the first time by bodies
or individuals to be admiued into the Conven
tion, one delegate shall beallowed for euch one
hundred dullars. And previded, also, thatin
case of great collateral soci®ties, composed off
representatives receiving contributions from
different parts of the country, the ratio of rep-
resentation shall be one delegate foreverythou
sand dollars annnally contributed for three years
as aforesuid ; but the number of representative
shall never exceed five. ®

4. The officers of this Convention shall be
a President, four Vice Presidents, a Treas-
uer, and two Secretaries, who shall be elected
at ench triennial meeting, and hold their offices
until a new election ; and the officers of the Con-
vention shall be, by virtue of their offices, memn-
bers of the several boards.

5 The Convention shall elect, at each tri-
ennal meeting, as many Boands of Managers.
as, in its judgment, will be vecessary. for car-
rying ou’ the benevolent objects, it may deter-
mine to promote; all which Boords shall con
tinue in office, unti' a new election. Each
Board shall ist of a President, Vice Presi.
dent, Secretaries, Treasuer, Auditor and fifieen
other members, seven af whom, includimg vne
or more of the officers, shall forin 2 quorum for
transaction of business. To each Board shall
be commiitted, during the recess of the Con-
-vention, the entire management of all the af-
fairs relating to the object, with whose interests
it shall be charged ; wll of which imnanagement
¢hall be in strict accordance with the coustitn-
tional provisions adopted Ly the Convention,
and such other instructions, as may be given
from time to time. Each Board shall have
power 10 make such compensation to its Sec-
retraies, und Treasuer, as it may think right; 61l
the vacancies uccurring in its own body , enact
its own bye-laws; have an annuul meeling at
any place it way appoint; and other inectings
at such times and places asit may think besi;
keep a record of its proceedings, and present
o report of them to the Convention at each tri-
enmal meeting, - 3

6. The Treasurer of each Board shall fsith-
fully account for all moneys received by Lim;
keepa regular entry of ull receipts and dis:
bursements, and muke report of them to the
Conveution, whenever it shall be in session,
and to his Board us often as required. He shall
also, on entering upon, the dutics of his office,
give competent securily tu the President of his
Board, for all the stock and linds. committed
to his cure. His books shall be open, at ull
times, to the inspection of any member of the
Couvention and of his Board. No moneys
shall be puid out of any of the treasuries of'the
Boards, but by an order from that Board, (rom
whose treasury the mouey is to be drawn, which
order shall be signed by its presiding officer.

7. The Courrespudding Secretaries of 1the
several Boards, shall maintain interconrse by
fetter, with such individuals or public bodies,
as the interests of their respective bodies may
require. Copiesof all snch communications,
with their answers, if any, shall be kept by
them on file.

8. The Recording Secrrtariesof the several

Boards shall keep a fair record of their pro
ceedings, aud of such other documents, as may
be committed to them for the purpose.
. 9. Alithe Officers, Boards, Missionaries and
Agentsappointed by the Conventiou, or by any
of its Boards, shall be members of some regu-
lar Church, in univn with the Churches com-
posing this Convention.

10.  Missionaries appointed by any of the
Boards of this Convention, must, previovs to
their appointment, furnish evidence of genuine
piety, fervent zeal in their Master's eause, and
talents, which fit them for the service, for which
they offer thenselves. ;

11- The Bodiesand Individuals, composing
this Conventinn, shall have the right to specify
the object, or objects, to which their contribu-
tions shall be npplied. But wheze no snch
specification is made, the Convention will make
the nppropriativn at its ow n discretion.

12. The Convention shall hold its meet-
ings triennially, but extra meelings may be
cailed by the President, with the approbation
of either of the Boards of Managers. A mujor.
ity of the auending dulegul-'s_shall form a
quorum for the transaction of husiness.

13. Any alterations, which experience shall
dictate, may be made in these Articles, by a
vote of two thirds of the members preseat at
any triennial meeting of the Convention.

The Report of the Comnittee proposed
that the body should be styled the South-
ern and Southwestern Baptist Conven-
tion, and on taking up the first article of
the Constitution, 2 motion was made to
strike out Southwestern, which zave rise
to a protracted debate, in which * several
gentlemen expressed their views,

It was urped ou the part of the advo-
cates of strikivg out, that Southern was
more defiuite, shorter and was sufficiently
expressive to cover the whole ground.—
Tiiey meaut no disrespeet to their South-
wes'ern brethren, but preferred the shorter
and more expressive term. -

On the other hand, those opposed to stri-
king out, expressed their fears that their
constituents would tuke exceptions 1o a
term so sectional, and might think that
their feelings had been disregarded. &c.

Upon these poinis the geutlemen who
engaged in the discussion enlarged and en-
forced their views with much earnestpess,
though in the kindest feelings.

[Of this debate we took ample notes,
but at the time of writing out this notice
we have not time tv prepare them for the
press. nor is it iudeed important. |

The motion to strike out the word South-
western prevailed by a decided majority,
and the anicle was then adopted.

T'he remuining articles were considered
geriatimn snd were adopted generally with:
out alteration or oijection, as 1hey came
from the Commitiee.

Having gone throngh with the several
articles, the Preamble and Coustituticn
were then adopted by a unanimous vote,
When, at the suggestion of the President,
the Convention uniterd in prayer to return
thanks to the great Disposer of events for
the vuanimity and good feeling whieh had
characterised their deliberations,

. Dr. Cary moved, That a Committee of
three be appninted to prepare an address
to the public, setling forth the reasons
v:hich have led to the [ormation of the
Southern Baptist Convention, the neces-
ity of guchr an orgasization, and giving
an exposition of its pricciples aud objects,
which shall be published in connexion
with the minutes of this body, and in such
public prints as will allow it a place in
their columins.

The Resolution was adopted, and Drs.
€urtis, Jobnson aud Fuller, appointed a
Committee,

Afier the appointment of the Committee,
a motion was made lo re-consider, with
aview to increase the number to seven,
which gave rise 1o a protracted running
debate, during which various motions
were made, some of which were afier dis-
cussiop withdrawn, and others acted upop,

and the Convention [ ally determined to
adhere to the oumber o:f three by a very
decided majority.

Mr. Jeter submitted the following :

Resolved, That 1he individuals, church-
es. and other bodies approving the Consti-
tution of the Southern Baptist Convention,
adopted by this body, be recommended to
meet for organization under the Constitu-
tution, by members:or delegates, accor -
ing to its provisious, 00 ———, at ——-,
and that this Convention now proceed to
the election of officers and boards, to con
tinue in office umil the econtemplated
meetings. _

This gave rise toa discussion pending
which the Chair suggested a doubt, as to
the powers of the Convention (o proceed.
to organize even a provisional government.
This led off into a new feld of debate,
and before any action was taken, the Cou-
veution adjourned till 3 o’clpck, P. M.

APTERNOON SESSION.

The Conventinn met, and resumed the
unfinished Lusiness of the morning, being
the Resolution .ol Mr. Jeter, which, alier
a brief discussion, was adopted.

The Convention then proeeeded fo
organize a provisional government under
the Constitution, and elecied the lollowing
oflicers :

Friday Morning, May 2.

[ The commitiee appointed to cousider
the propriety of employing a reporer, rec-
ammended that Messrs. \Vighunan, Lee
amd McFerran, be a committee to prepare
a daily report of their proceedings, 1o be
published in the Louisville Journul. We
synopsize the following from the official
report in that paper.]

The convention met pursuant to ad-
journment, Dr. Pierce in the cliair. The
usual devotional exercises were led by
Dr. Capers. 'The 1oll being called, seve-
ral delegates who had arrived since yester-
day presented their testimoninls and were
admitted to their seats. The journal of
yeslerduy was read, amended, aond appro-
ved.

Bishops Svule, Andrew, and Morris, np-
peared iu the convention and took seats in
the altar. At the_suggestion of the chair-
maun, who iutimated that the convention
were wailing with some degree of solici-
tude to know the decision of our venera-
ble superiniendents—

Bishop Soule rose, and, in the most im-
pressive and solemn manner, addressed the
convention, giviug his conclusions in re-
lation to the invitation of the convention
made on yesterday, requesting the Dish-
ops to preside over the deliberations of the
convention.

Ie said that he grose on this occasion
with feelings more solemn than he bad
ever before known. The occasion was
one of surpassing interest and solemnity.
He felt most sensibly the impression of
what important results their deliberations
and decisions would liave thronghout the
country, and also the deepest interest for
their welfare. He hoped 1hat they would
conduet all their business wiih the greatest
celiberation, with all that porepess of
heart, moderation of teinper, and regard
to results which should characterise them
as devoled Christians and followers of
God. He hoped they ‘would follow eut
that exceilent lesson, Dy all things as in
the immediste presence of God.”

The opinion be bad formed after the
proceedings of 1he late general conference,
as to iis results upon the wiility of the
body, was made thoughtfully and with
much consideration. Nothing_had trans-
pired to change his convictions. . And,
bowever deeply he might regret its resull,
he was neverthless_fully confideut that a

division of the chureh in the United States
was ivevitable.  He expressed the hope

lthnt the convention would-not only exhibit

a laudable example of moderation and [or-
bearance, but would keep stricily within
the limits and provisions of the *'plan of
separation” which had been adopted by
the last general conference with such great
unanimity. For himself, he stood up on
the basis of Methodism as it was laid
down in the book of Discipline. -From
that rock he never intended to be moved.
With regard to the kind and cordial invi-
tation they had given him, on yesterday,
to preside over the conveution, he begged
to say, alier having calmly and carefully
weighed the subject in ull its bearings and
consequeunces, that he wonld aceept it.—
His excellent colleague, Bishop Anirew,
-was of the same mind. They felt they
should only perform a duty they owed to
the church in so doing. Their excellem
and worihy colleague, Bishop Morris, for
reasons perfectly satisfactory. and which
he (Bishop Soule) econsidered altogether
right, declined participating in the duties
of the chair. He trusted that every thing
would be done in that spirit which would
be acceptable in the sizht of God, and iu-
strumental in the salvation of the soul of
men., 2

At the close of the Bishop's remarks,
Dr. Pierce aro=e and conducted the vener-
able man to the chair.

Rev. J. Early offered the following res
olution, which, afier snine remarks from
Drs. Smith and Baseomb, was adopted:

Resulved ‘I'hat a commitiee of two
members Mrom each anuual conference,
represented in this convention, be appoint
ed, wihose duty it ehall be to take inw
consideration 1the propriety and necessity
of a Southern organization, according 10
the plan of separation. adopted by the
general conference, together with the. acts
of the several eonferences, and report the
best method of securing the contemplated
ohject in the appointment of this conven-
tion.

Sauthern conferences relative to the sub-
jeet of division was then presented and re-
ferred o their approprinio commiticos.

The remaining lime of the inorning
sessiuh was devoted 10 the solemn exercises
devotion. conducted by the Rev. Dr. Ca.
pers.  'T'he venerable W Burke and
Bishop Morris each addressed the throne
of grace in a fervent and appropriate mun-
ner. The doxalegy suug, the benediction
was pronounced by Bishop Soule, when
the eonference adjourned till w-maorrow,
(Saturday) at hall past 8 v'elick,

Saturday, May 3.
The convention met pursuant 1o -
jourument, Bishop Andrew in the chair,
and was upéned with Diviue service by
the Rev. J. Early. :

The roll being called, two members,
William Winans, of Mississippi, and T
Samford, of Genrgia, appeared, presented
their certificates of wmembersnip, aud took
their seats,

The journal of yesterday was read and
approved.

Reports, memorials, &e., were called
fur, and Mr. Wightman preseuted an ap-
peal from the Rev. W.n. Burke, of Cin-
cinnati, to all the aunval eo. ferences;
which was referred to the commitlee on
organization.

Mr. Crouch preseuted sundry memori-
als from the Lexingion. Hardinsburg and
Augusia districts, Kentucky conference,
which was referred to the samne conference.

Mr. Truslow presented a similar paper
from Baitesville, Arkansas; Mr. Green, of
Missouri ; Mr. Kavanaugh, of Kentucky,
aud Mr. Stevenson, of Kentucky, preson-
ted documents of the same kind, which
were all referred to the committee on or-
gasization.

MAIL AND WAR STEAMERS.

The interference of Great Britain with
the peaceful annexation of Texas o tho .
Uunited States, and the tone of defiance
recently sssumed in the British Parlia-
meunt, towanrls this country, reuder it at
once expedient for us to turn our ateution
10 the seabonrd aml the wavy.  The first
thing that strikes the eye in'looking sea-
ward, is the tremendous steam power of
Great Britain on the ocean, adapted for
immediate concentration upon our own
coast. ‘The Biitish West India royal
mail line consists of fourteen steam.
ers, that average eighteen hundred tony
burthen. The Cuvard line of steamers
increase the number to some twenty-odd :
All of these vessels can be anchored on
our shores simultaneously with the deelar-.
ation of war from Great Britain. And
to encounter them, when duly armed and
equipped, our whole navy would be inade-
quate. Of steam ships, we have - the
Priveeton, the Mississippi and Fulton, and
some fifiy sailing ships of all sizes. Buot
in efficiency the whoale of them taken
together would be ioferior, far inferior, to
the British West India and Cuuard line
of steaiers combined. In no state of the
wind could a sailing vessel overtake-a
steamer bent on escape; whilst a few
steamers, in a ealm, could attack in detail
our whole foree of sailers and rles!roy them:
There is no louger any reliance “in such
uoutical skill as saved Old Ironsides, du-
ring the late war from the pursuit of the
four British ships. We must be permit-
ted to say that it is little to the credit of
our country and Government, where
steain Dpavigalion was first taughit to the
world by a Fiich and a Fulton, that the
obvious advantages of such an invention,
for warlike operations, should be_almost
monopolized by anoiher and a rival power.
And it adds to our mertification 10 consid-
er that a large part of the expense of sup-~
porting this great aud dangerous foree, is
derived from.our owno commerce, and
much of it fl'f'n_m a neig_hhqflllg 1rade that
nught to hs ours.” The Cunard line is'.sllp-
poried, by the. trade between Boston and
U‘WFFWIﬁ assisted. by a litthe business
with Halifax—The British Government,
probably not payiug-te thatline more than
the valua of its actual mail service. The
Rogal West Indian Mail lie receives from
the British goveromeant little more than one
hundred thousard dollars per annum for
each wvessel—or about one third- of the
coast of keeping a ship of the line in com-
mission. And all these wessels of he
Cunard and West India line are by con-
fract subject to be 1akeu at any moment
for Governmeut use, and arined and
equipped for the Roval navy.
